strawberries. All of these contain 6 per 7 
of carbohydrate or less. 

In the 5 to 10 per cent list are onions, 
leeks. mushrooms, pumpkins, turnips. string 
beans, oyster plant, squash, beets, carrots, 

grapefruit, lemon, watermelon, black berries, 
poarhes, and cantaloupes. It ls supposed that 
in cooking these vegetables no flour or sugar 
is. used: also, that the fruits are eaten un- 
sugared, 

Many of the vegetables that are rich in 
starch and sugar can be made mafe by re. 
peated cookings, the cooking liquor . boing 
thrown away each time. Diabetics should 
not eat cereale except on the advice, of their 
physicians... 1 may say that the same advice 
applies to all features of dieting for diabetes.

THOUSANDS OF FOWLS DIE 
ON WAY TO MARKET. 

HE epizootica among poultry that 
has swept the states east of the 
Missouri river this fall nas left 
thousands of dollars’ worth of 

dead chickens in its wake, and has 
attracted wide attention among poul- 
try disease specialists. 

A slackening interest in the manage- 
ment and feeding of the flock ig as- 
eribed as the principal reason for tae 
general unhealthy condition of flocks, 
according to L. F. Payne, head of the 
poultry work at the Kansas station. 
He says that farmers cannot afford 
to neglect their poultry at this time 
of the year when the price ot eggs 
is higher than it has been for years. 

Mr. Payne points out that - Iithho. d- 
ing grain now not only retards pro- 
duction, but enhances the danger of 
lowering the stamina and vigor of the 
breeding stock, rendering che birds 
subject to various types of 
His way of figuring shows one egg in 
November is worth about as much 
as three exgs in March.

The scanty juices of the tenderloins 
need not be lessened in the slightest 
if the cooking is rightly managed. The 
hot fat in the pan seals them in on the 
down side, and they will not come out 
on the top unless the heat underneath 
is strong enough to make them boil 
out, which it should not be. 

A way to finish beef tenderloin is to 
lift out the cooked pieces, stir flour 
into the unburned fat in the pan, add 
half a cf of boiling water, and stir 
till smooth, put back the steaks and 
cook ten minutes, seasoning as neces- 

sary, then serve on boiled rice or toast.
